“However difficult it may be, in 
constitutional interpretation, to main- 
tain perfectly, and to the satisfattion 
of all, this balance between state and 
nation, it is of the essence of Ameri- 
can institutions that it should be pre- 
served so far as human wisdom makes 
this possible, and that encroachments 
upon state authority, however con- 
trived, should. be resisted with the 
same intelligent determination as that 
which demands that the national au- 
thority should be fully exercised to 
meet.national needs.” 

Right to Criticize Courts. 

The chief justice defended criticism 
of court decisions as wholesome, and 
he charged the bar association with 
responsibility of securing honest. able 
and fearless prosecuting officers, mag- 
istrates and judges. 

“We do not blink the fact that 
the greatest need in this country to- 
day is improvement in the administra- 
tion of justice, aed of the crim- 
inal law,” he said. “More important 
than uniform laws, or mere changes 
in procedural details, more necessary 
than any statement of the law, is the 
fostering of respect for law itself, 
and the maintenance of the primary 
safeguards of life and _ property 
against organized criminal assaults, 
against the debauching of our insti- 
tutions by the capitalization of crime. 


“Most essential is the robust sen- 


| timent which, regardless of the dif- 


| 
| 


ferences of political parties and poli- 
cies, demands purity and competence 
in official action, without which all 
democratic efforts are futile. Some 
of our difficulties strike so dee 
our social organization and methods 
that even a united bar could not solve 
them. 

“Our government is one of laws 
through men, and most of our prob- 
lems in the administration of the 
criminal law could be solved by the 
selection of competent men, free from 
the corrupting influences of fear and 


favor.” 
Court Is Just Check, 

On the functions of the supreme 
court, the chief justice said: “If the 
congress could determine the limits of 
its own ‘authority, it could de- 
stroy the states. It could usurp 
the authority of the national ex- 
ecutive. If the states could de- 
termine the limitations of their pow- 
er, they could destroy the union. If 
the president could finally interpret 
the constitution for himself, executive 
authority could be made supreme. 
Somewhere in such a system, with a 
written constitution establishing re- 
strictions of state power and of na- 
tional power, there must be a final 
arbiter, that is, final until the people 
in the constitutional method prescribe 
a change, if that be desired. 

“It was also necessary that this ar- 
biter of constitutional interpretation 
should be as far removed as possible 
from the sway of passion, of partisan 
motives, from the swirl of temporary 
gusts of the political wind. More- 
over, the rights of individuals are con- 
cerned in the distribution of powers, 
and as controversies arise they must 
be determined in accordance with law, 
that is, the fundamental law. And 
thus we have the classic explanation 
of the scope of the judicial power re- 
posed in a supreme national tri- 
bunal. 

Responses to Chief Justice Hughes’ 
address were made by Viscount Dune- 
din, lord of appeals in England; Sir 
Roger Gregory, M. Hendry Decugis, 
of France; Justice Hanna, of the 
Irish Free State; James Stevenson 
Leadbetter, king’s counsel of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, and Chief Justice 
Harvey. of Canada. 

Bankruptcy Act Needs Repair? 


Solicitor-General Thomas D. Thach- 
er condemned the American  bank- 
ruptcy law in an address today. 

He described the law as one “per- 
fectly designed to encourage dishon- 
esty and reckless disregard of busi- 
ness integrity on the part of large 
numbers of people” and outlined what 
he termed were needed changes in the 
law. His address was based largely 
upon the investigation of abuses_re- 
vealed in the southern district of New 
York and conducted before him while 
he was judge of the United States dis- 
trict court there. 

Relating the results of that inves- 
tigation, he said, “It was obvious that 
estates were badly administered, with 
much needless delay and wasteful ex- 
penditure of money,” 

Mr. Thacher named, as three pur- 
poses which a bankruptcy law should 
be designed to accomplish, prompt and 
efficient realization, liquidation and 
distribution to the creditors of the 
commercial wreckage of the bankrupt 
estate: the discharge from their in- 
debtedness of honest debtors, over- 
whelmed by financial misfortune 
through no fault of their own, and 
the prevention of reckless and dis- 
honest practices in trade.

Dry Dockets Grow 


Under Woodcock 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
The close of the first month of prohibi- 
tion enforcement under the department 
of justice found the number of cases 
awaiting disposition on the dockets of 
the federal courts increased by 324. 


This was revealed today by the first 
of a series of monthly reports to be 
issued by Prohibition Director Amos 
W. W. Woodcock. It covered the 
month of July and gave figures for 
comparable previous periods only with 
respect to cases on the dockets. 

Arrests for the month totaled 6,524, 
cases bound over to the grand jury by 
United States commissioners, 3.828 : 
cases placed on the docket, 1,918; con- 
victions, 1,392; acquittals and cases 
nol prossed, 202; unfinished cases on 
the dockets July 31, 22,497, 

The average of jail sentences im- 
posed was 152.6 days and the aver-: 
age fine was $199.59. A total of 307 
permanent padlock injunctions was 
granted, together with 148 judgments 
of forfeitures,

AERIAL WARHORRORS 
SAD OVERESTIMATED 


Former Government Official 
Says Prophecies Are 
Overdrawn.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass. Aug. 


21.—(#)—The terrors of aircraft ac- 
tivities in prophecies of future wars 
are sometimes overestimated, Edward 
P. Warner, former assista:.t secretary 
of the navy for aeronaatics, told the 
Institute of Politics today. 

The record of experience, so far as 
experience exists, “‘is more value 
than speculations on ts frightfulness 
of future aerial warfare.” he said. 

He pointed out that while aircraft 
have been improved since 1918 they 
haven't changed in essential nature 
and that fundamental principles of 
bombing attack and repulse remain 
the same. 

The gas bomb, he said, “is an ugly 
possibility” of the next war, but the 
power of gas is sometimes overesti- 
mated. He declared + “anticipations 
that entire capitals can be wiped out 
in a few minutes appear considerably 
to exceed the facts.” 

Although he praised th efforts of 
the League of Nations to limit aerial 
armaments he said possibilities of 
agreement on reasonable limitation of 
aircraft or their emplorvment in war 
“remain somewhat in the realm of | 
theory.” 

Admiral Arthur J. Hepburn, chief 
of staff of the United States fleet, | 
said he saw no poss: ility of utilizing 
the naval limitatiox priuciple to lim- 
itation of aircraft. He declared the 
difficulty of limitation of war aircraft 
is that of classification because air- 
craft are too easy to construct and to 
convert from commercial to war pur- 
poses. 

Chinese famine conditiou.s and re- 
lief possibilities were discussed at 
the round table conference on “the 
far eastern situation” by Walter H. 
Nallory, of New York, former execu- 
tive secretary of the China’ interna- 
tional relief commission, and Grover 
Clark, New York, consultant on far 
eastern affairs ang also a former 
member of the commission. 

Mr. Mallory said he doubted if 
“any permanent improvement of con- 
ditions” in China is now possible and 
pointed out .that “bumper crops tend 
to increase population rather than to 
improve the standard of living.” He 
said the population saturation point 
has been reached. 

Mr. Clark laid the primary cause of 
famine to the drouth and said the 
maladministration, civil wars and 
banditry contributed to its severity. 
Millions of peoples are without re- 
sources, undernourished, and “will 
perish unless they get help from out- 
side,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
Philip S. Peyser, ah examiner, today 
recommended to the interstate com- 
merce commission a substantial reduc- 
tion in rates on clay moving to a 
large number of pottery manufactur- 
ing centers in Ohio and a few points 
in Pennsylvania, Indiana, New York 
and West Virginia. 

The clay treated is largely produced 
in Kentucky and Tennessee and moves 
north for manufacture. 

The examiner advised the commis- 
sion to reduce rates for that portion 
of the haul north of Louisville, Ky. 
Rates from the producing point to 
Louisville were held to be reasonable. 
The proposed rates north of Louisville 
would become 45 cents per 100 pounds 
for distances of 10 miles; $1.44 for 
°90 miles: $3.06 for 300 miles; $4.37 
for 750 miles and $5.49 for 1,000 
miles, proportionate sums being fixed 
for intervening lengths of movement. 

The general effect of the new scale 
would be to bring about a reduction 
of the rates hitherto paid by most of 


the manufacturing points.
